Thelady 
was dressed in silk fleshings, with a white satin petticoat fastened at the hips, 
and reaching to within a few inches of the knees, the petticoat being profusely 
embroidered with silver lace. On her head she wore a countess’s corouet set 
with brilliants, from which flowed a long white gossamer lace veil, enveloping 
the whole of her person, except the face and bosom ; her hair was loose, and fell 
in large masses over her shoulders, and on her bosom she wore a large brooch in 
the shape of a star, composed of brilliants. She rode a beautiful milk-white 
steed, adorned with dark blue velvet trappings ornamented with gold, and on 
the four corners of the housing were large stars formed of brilliants, the other 
part of the trappings being similarly adorned; on each side rode a very hand- 
some boy habited as a page, and two little girls in light blue satin dresses, and 
After the lady came otherchildren followers; then 
Leofric, Earl of Mercia, banners, pages, and followers, &c. &c. So great was 
the crowd round her ladyship’s palfrey, that it required the services of a 
body of strong men, armed with stout cudgels, to clear the way. } 


Some idea of the appearance of the procession may be gathered from the | 
fact that it reached nearly a mile and a quarterin length. Every housetop | 
and window in the line of procession was crowded with spectators. Tempo- 
rary platforms erected in the streets, and carriages, carts, with other vehicles 
on the line, seemed breaking down with occupants, and thousands of spectators | 
lined the streets. By favour of Sir Charles Wetherall, General Commanding 


the Midland district, the two companies of the Ist Royal Dragoons now sta- 
tioned at Coventry were allowed to accompany the procession and keep the | 
crowd back ‘from breaking the line or obstructing its progress. ‘The proces- | 
sion started soon after twelve, and was not broken up until nearly five o'clock.

DEATH oF “Tom CoaTEs, THE Siiprer.’’—The obituaries of this week con- 
tain the death of Mr. Thomas Coates, a name well known in connection with 
sporting events and old English games. For many years Mr. Coates was re- 
garded as one of the first quoiters and pigeon shooters in the kingdom, and 
in this capacity many of his successful matches will be remembered. There 
is scarcely a game of any kind with which he was not familiar; in many of 
them he excelled, and in all he soon acquired a remarkable degree of pro- 
ficiency. He was an excellent player at bowls, and on one or two occasions 
was seen in the wrestling arena, though there perhaps with less success than 
anywhere else, because he did not follow it up, and liked better to see it than 
take part in it. In early life he followed the occupation of a smith, and at his 
trade was generally considered ingenious and clever. Within the last few 
years he was best known to the public as a slipper at greyhound coursings.

Ir we were chagrined last week at Ascot by the absenteeism of Carnival, 
Saccharometer, the high-priced and highly-extolled Avenger, the ‘cracked up” 
Automaton, and other reputed clipping juveniles, we got a peep at the Wasp 
colt, Dr. Syntax, Lady Stafford, Tom Fool, and others of high private repute ; 
and we had also Cerintha, Blue Mantle, The Orphan, &c., out, so that, after all, 
the two-yr-old running there was of the greatest importance. . It elevated Blue 
Mantle from 40 to 1 to second favourite for the Derby of 1863; and, though 
Lady Stafford cut up so wretchedly, proving how dear she was at even one- 
fourth of the 2,000 guineas recently paid for her, it did not affect the 5,000 
guinea Lord Clifden, who remains quite firm as the premier in the market. 

We had been led to expect great things of the Wasp colt’s debut, but he was 
very backward, consequently had no chance against the exceedingly fit Blue 
Mantle, particularly with a stable boy up. Rumour was busy—catch the gossiping 
dame ever idle—that Dr. Syntax was half a stone Muezzin’s superior, but he 
failed to substantiate it; and Tom Fool could not land the heap of money with 
which he was entrusted, which could hardly be expected, for he was far from 
being in condition, yet some day must win a good stake. Cerintha was suffer- 
ing from the lingering effects of a severe influenza attack, which, we submit 
to the serious consideration of our friends who are sanguine about him for the 
Derby, somewhat detracts from the brilliancy of Blue Mantle’s performances, 
as Lord Stamford’s filly was certainly the best of the colt’s adversaries, for the 
others must be very moderate indced to be beaten by a plater like Batsman and 
a £50 cast-off like Vivid. Still Blue Mantle, it must be admitted, won all his 
races very easily; and we do not often see a two-yr-old throwing down the 
gauntlet on three successive days, carrying: heavy weights on each occasion. 
But there is little donbt the hill served him at the finish of each trysting, as it 
so sae did the elder Carisbrook.

THE S?. LESER OF 1862. 

We resume our criticism upon the forthcoming great tryst at Doncaster 
earlier than we had at first proposed doing, as the recent running at Ascot 
has displayed quite a new, and a totally unexpected, phase for the St. Leger,

ALL who pay 4 visit to “‘ Merrie Islington’ will see towering high above 
the surrounding edifices a gigantic Crystal Palace-like building, the dimen- 
sions of which will be best imagined by stating that it is 484ft. long and no 
less than 290ft. broad. This immense, though light and airy structure, is de- 
signated the “ Agricultural Hall,” and has been erected for the purpose of the 
various exhibitions which all classes of Englishmen delight to patronise, es- 
pecially in cattle, and for which this counfry is so famous. The next great 
““SmithfleldClub Show” will take place here, butitsinauguration was devoted 
to a purpose that was little dreamt of a few years ago -a “dog show,” and 
in no other iand could such an exhibition have taken place. Three years ago 
at Birmingham there was an entry of 250 animals—on the present occasion 
there is more than one thousand of every size, shape, breed, and quality, and, 
however we might wish to do justice to the whole, our readers will at once 
see that it is out of the question even to mention their names. A thousand 
dogs! In our younger day, on the wolds of Lincolnshire, we once saw the 
Lord of Brocklesby come into the field with “ fifty-two couples,” never be- 
fore or since accomplished; and Thomas Hood has said, in his ‘* Last Man,’’ 


‘‘A hundred hounds pursuing at once, 
And a panting hart before.” 


But the Great North of England Dog Show of 1862 must be seen before any 
one can form a conception of its extent or the nature of its character. The 
show is under the highest patronage, for the Duke of Beaufortisthe president, 
and has contributed his good share tothe interest of the spectacle by sending 
a full pack of foxhounds, with keepers to attend tothem, and all the appliances 
of the famed “‘ Kennels of Badminton "—a sight, we opine, that no living 
Cockney ever witnessed before. This alone is worthy of a visit. There are 
dogs that can be carried in ease and comfortin the pocket, or in a lady’s reti- 
cule—there is one that is more than a yard in height, and weighs over 200]b. 
Here can be heard the sharp yelping of thetiny terrier, the worrier of rats, to 
the deep baying of the hunter of man, 
the Cuban bloodhound. There is a 
Tartar dog that is said to be black in- 
side and out, for his tongue is black, his 
throat black, every visible part black, 
and even “ black is the white of hiseye.”’ 
Noble Newfoundlands,true bred English 
mastiffs, model terriers, black and tans, 
and every other imaginable specimen of 
the canine race. The subjoined list of 
the prize animals must suffice at the 
present time, although we shall again 
revert to so interesting a topic, for all 
wish well to man's friend, the ever 
faithful dog. The Duke of Beaufort 
generously waived his claim to the chief 
prize, but the judges presented a silver 
cup to Mr. Clark, the huntsman, who 
has the care of the ‘noble pack.”

Tye last number of the New ‘York Clipper has the following :— 

“ Championship of Englond.—Jem ‘Mace has at last met with a party who 
intimates his readiness to meet the Champion in the Prize Ring. This claimant 
for the belt is represented by Bob Bretile, who is silent as to the name of his 

rotege, merely announcing him as The Unknown. Money has been staked 

y him, and covered by Mace, but no definite arrangements had been entered 
into at last advices. Upon the heels of this Unknown aspirant for the 
championship, however, comes Tom King, Mace’s last opponent, who 
asks Mace to give him another chance. It seems somewhatstrange that King 
did not come forward ere this, when the fleld was open, and Mace stood with- 
out a customer; but King replies by saying that Mace understands why he did 
hot come up. This leads us to suppose, what we have all along suspected, 
that King held off from challenging Mace again at the latter’s request, the two 
working together for a while in giving exhibitions. In obliging Mace, King 
considers that he should have first chance now that customers are coming 
forward. Who this Unknown may be we have no means of learning. -He may 
be a myth, a ‘stall-off,’ to give Mace time to fulfil his circus engagement, which, 
if a legitimate match were on hand, he would be obliged to give up and go into 
raining. Sayers tried the ‘Unknown dodge’ once, and actually had a man 
brought forwardas that individual; but as the time passed on the ‘Unknown’ 
was driven to close quarters, and a forfeit was declared. It was then disclosed, 
what the ring-goers already understood, that the Unknown was a bit of gam- 
mon to help Sayers in making time without a fight. We may learn more of 
Mace’s Unknown in a short time. It is pretty certain, however, that a match 
of some sort will be on before long, but whether with the Unknown, or some 
party that is known, we cannot foretell. There isa good deal of sharp practice

LONDON.—THE LONDONER EASILY DEFEATED. 

- This sulling- match, which was rendered more interesting than usual from 
its affording an opportunity of testing the comparative merits of a London 
waterman and a native of Sydney, came off on Saturday, March 22. On-the
